A Soldier Writes Aboat tbe Condition of 
Our Army la the Philippines

Marinette, Wi. , June 24.-Higb 
D. McCothan, for ye*rs a reaident hi 
thii city ami now serving aa sergeant 
in Compsny H. First South Dakota 
volunteer infantry, in the Philippines 
Bends startling accounts of the condi- 
tion of the volunteers. The state 
soldiers, he says, are falling by scores 
from bullet*, disease and heat, and 
men are ordered to the front from 
their bed* iu the hospital*. Mr. Mc- 
Coshan's letter baa caused a sensation, 
a* he b'ars a reputation for truthful- 
ness and reliability. The letter, 
which h dated at Manila, May 1'2, 
aud is addressed to J.*epb L^urrman, 
a 'o:al merchant, is as hllowt: 

"We left the trenches March 25 to 
in ive on Malolos. It wa* a oslly 
movement for us. We lost men 
every day, fighting prac ically all the 
wsy to San Fernando. 

"If the people of the Uuited StaUs 
could but know a small part of the 
truth of the tituation here a national 
scandal would reault. The hospitals 
are full of men who will never live to 
r ach home. From present indica- 
tions the volunteers will be relieved 
in six months It will then be unnec 
essaiy; few will remain. Fever and 
dysentery are playing havoc with the 
boys, smallp x it mging and beat 
pi. strati ii is killing meu faster than 
Mauser bullets. Two days afeW San 
Fernando was taken our regiment 
had but l'JO men on on the line, the 
remaiuder being dead, sick or woun- 
ded. General MacArthur complaiutd 
of the uumber of men sick, other regi- 
ments being in the tame shape as curs 
aud Major Potter, with one surgeon, 
was sent into MauiU to ruth men to 
tbe front. Aotiog uuder instructions 
he tent 108 men to the front. Of ibeae 
thirty were unable to reach the depot 
a mile distant, many ot them taintiog 
on the way, tome twenty of thirty 
ultimately arriving! at San Fernando 
in worse condition than wheu sent to 
Manila, the others being ordered back 
by surgeons along the line of railroad, 
who taw that they were in a preca- 
liou* condition. 

"Men were ordered to the fr u. 
•vhose temperature waa 103 degr->». 

"You Americans shudder at Ik* 
tyranny of Spaiu aud tie oruel y 
visited upon the natives of Luz in aud 
Cuba, but I want to tell you mat 
brigut, brave, young Americans, who 
volunteered to deleud their country 
iu the hour of peril, are giving up 
their lives iu sacrifice to the vanity f 
star bespangled general* and a fog- 
headed, dollar-hearted bureau ol 
officials at home. Tbe fierce tropical 
heat, tha fever-cursed atmosphere 
aud the bullets of the insurgents are 
woikiog such sad havoc among tbe 
men that tbe turgeont and nurses are 
unable to give the sick and wounded 
tbe oaie they should eoai e. 

"You may publish this letter and 
my name may be sigued. 1 would 
face a court-martial willingly and 
prove more than I write, lor I know 
that it ia only b sr. miogsei.se ol the 
■tett* that we can be relieved, aud to 
stay much longer will be the death ul 
I of -a."

If you have a baaket- 
maker living ut no great dlatance from 
you (aa I have) you can get him to make 
a plalu, etroog open baaket of the shap* 
a* that ahown In illustration, large 
enough to hold about a bushel of po- 
tatoea. Or If auch a baaket la not at 
hand or cannot be procured, then you 
can take a coarse gunny-ssck snd All 
It with potatoes. Whatever receptacle 
you have. Immerae It with the potatoea 
into the tank or tub, and leave It in 
about W mlnutea. Then lift the baakat 
or sack out of the liquid, empty the po- 
tatoea out to dry, and fill with a new lot 
to go through the same performance.

Tha growing of green crope in an 
ore hard should not be done with tht 
view of scattering cropa for uae. but tc 
benefit the treea aa a covering. Tht 
agricultural department haa given thii 
matter Its attention and pointed out tht 
udvantagea lu a special bulletin.. A 
cover crop, to aerve aa a blanket and 
protect the soil, may be aecured with tbs 
use of mammoth clover, cow peaa, buck 
wheat, rye, crimson clover or anything 
that will remain on the ground all wlu 
ter. Cover cropa, unlike those grown 
throughout the aeaaon. do not. aa a rule, 
injure the trcca by drying out the toll 
and even where the weather during tht 
fnll la normally dry, the Injury la leas 
than In summer, since plunts evaporate 
leas water from their leaves In the cool 
er westherand shorter days of fall than 
in the longer and hotter daya of auni 
mer. Cover cropa not only do not, at 
a rule, dry out the aoil Injurloualy, but 
they also add directly to the molaturt 
holding cipaclty of the aoil by the hu 
mus formed lu their decoy, and they 
hold much of the snow until It meltsand 
is absorbed by the soil. They sr* 
also rarely as injurious aa crops grown 
throughout the entire aeaaon, aud art 
often beneficial becauae their growth 
la maule after the tn-ee have atopped 
growing and are maturing their wood 
tor winter. Treoa make their greateet 
growth early In the season, and there- 
fore require much less moisture tht 
latter purl of the season than earlier 
in the yeur. In fact. In aome local 
lUea It la considered an advantage to 
ceaaa cultivation by mldeummer at 
grow aome secondary crop which will 
check the growth of the treea and 
cauae them to mature before winter. 
It haa alao been fouud that wherevej 
cultivation or Irrigation haa been kept 
up late In the aeaaon. and the ground 
in a molat condition, with the treea 
thrifty and growing, the froat did but

It la certain that any crop will ex 
ha est the aoil in time, whether of grain, 
grass or fruit. On aome farms may be 
scan orchards of appla treea over half 
a century old.
